To :  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and  Education 
Committees. 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Reports  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  and  on  the  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  for 
the  year  1957.  This  is  the  first  year  that  these  reports  have  been 
brought  together  within  the  same  covers  and  it  is  appropriate  that 
this  should  be  done  for  there  is  increasing  intermixing  between  the 
two  staffs,  with  mutual  benefit  to  both. 

The  health  of  the  community  has,  in  general,  remained  good, 
and  the  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  Borough  was  again  the  lowest 
yet  recorded.  Still  fewer  persons  have  died  from  Tuberculosis,  but 
in  addition  this  year  the  number  of  new  notifications  has  shown  a 
marked  fall.  I  particularly  stress  this  point  as  it  has  been  erroneously 
thought  by  many  people  that  in  Sunderland  the  incidence  of  this 
disease  was  increasing.  There  has  been  no  maternal  death  and  for 
the  fifth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  Diphtheria.  The  biennial 
phase  of  measles  reached  the  Borough  rather  later  than  in  immediately 
surrounding  areas,  but  when  it  did  come  the  number  of  notifications, 
5,285,  was  among  the  highest  yet  received,  the  peak  period  being 
in  the  middle  of  May. 

There  were  23  notifications  of  poliomyelitis  and  the  address  of 
each  notified  case  was  immediately  visited,  a  letter  of  advice  left  and 
contacts  sought  and  kept  under  surveillance.  The  limited  amount  of 
British  Poliomyelitis  vaccine  was  administered  by  the  Medical  Staff 
of  the  Health  Department  and  School  Medical  Service  to  those  eligible 
in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  recommendations. 

The  work  of  the  slum  clearance  programme  continued,  and  three 
areas  were  dealt  with  in  which  1,382  people  resided. 

The  Health  Centre  has  completed  its  first  year  in  service  since 
its  inauguration.  During  the  year  General  Practitioners  began  to 
hold  surgeries  in  the  building,  the  Pharmacy  was  stocked  and  manned, 
and  a  School  Medical  Clinic  housed,  in  addition  to  the  services 
already  in  occupation,  such  as  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics 
and  Dental  Clinics.  The  Centre  is  very  popular  with  patients  and  has 
provided  staff  with  modern  equipment  and  pleasant  working  condi¬ 
tions.  Health  Education  is  propagated  at  this  Centre  in  common 
with  other  Clinics,  an  additional  feature  this  year  being  a  campaign 
directed  against  smoking  and  drawing  the  attention  of  the  public 
to  its  relationship  to  cancer  of  the  lung. 
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The  work  of  the  Mental  Health  Service  is  increasing  and  since 
the  appointment  of  an  additional  /Duly  Authorised  Officer  more  social 
work  can  be  undertaken.  This  enables  the  Mental  Health  workers  to 
go  some  way  towards  preventing  the  contributory  causes  of  mental 
illness.  The  more  enlightened  view  of  the  public  also  permits  patients 
to  enter  a  Mental  Hospital  with  dignity,  or  attend  as  outpatients 
at  a  stage  at  which  serious  illness  may  be  prevented.  The  number 
of  voluntary  patients  has  risen  by  fifty  per  cent. 

The  need  for  new  Occupation  Centres  for  mentally  defective 
children  is  great  as  existing  buildings  are  either  inadequate  or  out¬ 
moded,  and  so  during  the  year  visits  were  made  to  recently  opened 
centres  elsewhere  with  a  view  to  planning  suitable  new  buildings 
in  Sunderland.

Children  sufficiently  endowed  to  benefit  from  schooling,  but  who 
are  nevertheless  dull,  retarded  or  emotionally  disturbed,  receive  guid¬ 
ance,  treatment  and  direction  from  the  Psychological  Service.  In 
this  way  each  child  secures  the  type  of  education  for  which  he  is 
most  suited. 

The  physical  health  of  school  children  has  been  generally  good, 
and  this  year  for  purposes  of  subsequent  comparison  the  heights 
and  weights  of  various  age  groups  have  been  included  in  the  report. 

I  wish  to  express  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
and  Education  Committees  my  gratitude  for  the  interest  and  support 
they  have  shown  in  the  year’s  work  and  I  extend  my  thanks  to  the 
Director  of  Education  for  his  co-operation.  I  am  indebted  to  the 
entire  staffs  of  the  Health  Department  and  School  Medical  Service 
as  each  member  has  given  enthusiastic,  loyal  and  excellent  service.

In  April  of  this  year  a  Central  Vehicle  Maintenance  Depot  was 
established,  situated  at  the  Corporation  Transport  Garage  and 
responsible  for  the  inspection  and  repair  of  all  Corporation  vehicles. 
The  ambulance  vehicles  are  now  taken  in  for  quarterly  inspection, 
in  addition  to  normal  running  repairs.  This  new  departure  ensures 
that  the  vehicles  are  well  maintained  and  reduces  to  a  minimum 
time  spent  off  the  road  for  necessary  repairs.  It  is  also  anticipated 
that  the  maintenance  of  the  fleet  will  be  less  costly. 

The  Radio/Telephone  equipment  installed  in  all  vehicles  is 
still  proving  a  boon  to  the  Service,  and  has  resulted  in  a  con¬ 
siderable  saving  in  mileage  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Headquarters  are 
constantly  in  touch  with  the  ambulance  vehicles  on  the  road,  thus 
making  possible  the  diversion  of  vehicles  to  other  calls. 


Arrangements  are  still  being  made  when  possible  for  cases  to 
be  removed  by  other  forms  of  transport,  and  no  long  distance  journeys 
are  undertaken  by  vehicles  of  this  Authority.  Constant  endeavours 
are  made  to  curtail  any  abuse  of  the  Service.

Ante-Natal  Clinics* 

There  are  5  ante-natal  sessions  held  weekly  with  a  Medical  Officer 
in  attendance.  In  addition,  there  are  four  Midwives’  Booking  Sessions 
weekly,  for  mothers  wishing  to  avail  themselves  of  the  Domiciliary 
Midwifery  Service.  Those  mothers  wishing  to  book  the  Midwives  of 
the  District  Nursing  Association  attend  the  premises  of  that  Associa¬ 
tion,  where  Midwives’  Sessions  are  held.

Cases  requiring  specialist  advice  are  referred  to  the  Sunderland 
Maternity  Hospital  for  further  opinion. 

Expectant  mothers  are  referred  for  Blood  investigation  to  the 
“Rhesus  Investigation”  clinic  held  weekly  at  the  Sunderland  Maternity 
Hospital.  Reports  of  the  Rhesus  Factor,  Blood  Group  Haemoglobin 
Estimation  and  Wasserman  Reaction  are  sent  to  the  Local  Authority 
Medical  Officer.  Where  necessary  a  complete  blood  count  is  done. 
Arrangements  are  made  for  the  husband  to  attend  at  an  evening  session 
at  the  Maternity  Hospital  for  blood  grouping  in  “Rhesus  negative” 
patients.  In  cases  where  an  umbilical  cord  specimen  of  blood  is 
requested,  this  is  taken  by  the  Midwife  attending  the  delivery.  In 
suspected  or  known  cases  of  venereal  disease,  expectant  mothers  are 
referred  directly  to  the  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic. 
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Maternity  outfits  are  issued  weekly  at  the  Health  Office  on 
presentation  of  a  form  duly  signed  by  the  Midwife  who  is  booked 
for  the  delivery. 

The  Maternity  packs  and  sterilised  outfits  are  made  up  in 
individual  boxes  and  contain  the  following  items  :

Post  Natal  Clinics 

Two  sessions  were  held  weekly,  one  at  Newcasde  Road  and  one 
on  alternate  weeks  at  the  Health  Centre  and  the  District  Nursing 
Association. 

114  new  cases  were  examined  and  170  subsequent  visits  were 
made.  The  total  number  of  attendances  during  the  year  was  284. 


Health  Visitors 

The  full  establishment  of  Health  Visitors  was  1  Superintendent 
and  26  Health  Visitors  and  at  the  end  of  of  1957  there  were  1  Super¬ 
intendent  and  19  Health  Visitors  on  the  staff  and  1  State  Registered 
Nurse.  1  Health  Visitor  acts  as  a  full-time  Almoner  at  the  V.D. 
Department  of  the  Royal  Infirmary.  There  was  one  Student  Health 
Visitor  in  training  during  the  year. 

The  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  is  a  member  of  the  Committee, 
in  connection  with  the  Joint  Circular  from  the  Home  Office,  Ministry 
of  Health  and  Ministry  of  Education  regarding  children  neglected  in 
their  own  homes. 

Post-graduate  courses  are  attended  by  four  Health  Visitors  each 

year.

Various  lectures  were  given  during  the  year  by  the  Health 
Visitors. 

In  addition,  preliminary  talks  were  given  by  the  Superintendent 
Health  Visitor  to  a  number  of  groups  of  Student  Nurses  from  both 
the  General  Hospital  and  the  Royal  Infirmary.  These  Student  Nurses 
were  also  allowed  to  accompany  the  Health  Visitors  in  the  course  of 
their  duties  to  gain  experience  in  visiting  cases. 


Leukaemia  Survey :  — 

At  the  request  of  the  Department  of  Social  Medicine  of  Oxford 
University,  this  Authority  co-operated  in  a  Survey  into  the  deaths 
of  adults  from  Leukaemia.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  Survey  it  was 
necessary  to  link  up  an  adult  control  with  each  deceased  adult.  En¬ 
quiries  were  made  in  respect  of  six  cases  between  the  ages  of  58 
and  68  and  six  controls  and  the  results  forwarded  to  the  Department 
of  Social  Medicine.  The  visits  were  carried  out  on  behalf  of  the  local 
Health  Authority  by  a  Medical  Practitioner.

Meetings  of  the  constituent  members  of  this  Committee  have 
been  held  during  the  past  year,  although  not  at  regular  intervals,  but 
much  valuable  work  has  been  accomplished  by  day  to  day  contact. 
In  this  manner,  problems  have  been  dealt  with  as  they  arise,  thus 
avoiding  the  worsening  of  conditions,  which  most  probably  would 
occur  if  such  cases  had  to  wait  for  a  regularly  convened  meeting. 

As  a  result  of  these  efforts,  improvement  has  been  observed  in 
certain  cases,  but  it  is  not  always  easy  to  assess  the  long  term  effects  of 
the  efforts  made  by  the  various  members  of  this  Committee. 

During  their  regular  routine  visiting  of  children  under  five  years 
of  age,  the  Health  Visitors  pay  special  attention  to  children  living  in 
unsatisfactory  conditions  and  those  who  could  be  described  as  being 
members  of  probem  families.  They  also  visit  mothers  and  children 
who  are  in  the  temporary  accommodation  of  the  Welfare  Department. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation 

There  were  three  weekly  sessions  devoted  to  Diphtheria 
Immunisation  and  Vaccination,  one  at  Newcastle  Road  Centre,  one 
at  the  Health  Centre,  and  one  at  the  District  Nursing  Association, 
Murton  Street,  in  addition  to  these  sessions,  vaccinations,  and 
immunisations  against  diphtheria  were  performed  each  month  at  the 
Infant  Welfare  sessions  on  the  outlying  estates,  viz.  Southwick, 
Pennywell,  Thorney  Close  and  Ford. 

Routine  propaganda  was  continued  throughout  the  year. 

No  notifications  of  diptheria  had  been  received  during  the  year. 

Combined  Diptheria  and  Pertussis  Immunisation  and  Immuisa- 
tion  against  Whooping  Cough  also  Triple  Anti-gen  Immunisation 
were  carried  out  from  the  age  of  6  months  at  the  special  request  of 
parents.

Influenza  Vaccination — In  accordance  with  a  Ministry  recom¬ 
mendation,  vaccination  against  Asian  type  of  Influenza  was  offered 
to  members  of  the  Staff  who  visited  the  sick  in  their  own  homes, 
and  182  availed  themselves  of  this  Service.  The  vaccination  was 
carried  out  by  Local  Authority  Medical  Staff.  27  local  General 
Practitioners  also  took  advantage  of  this  means  of  protection  against 
this  form  of  Influenza.

Sunderland  Second  Period  Training  School — 

The  Second  period  training  of  pupil  midwives  continued 
throughout  the  year. 

13  pupils  completed  their  training  at  4  Thornhill  Park.

INCIDENCE  OF  BLINDNESS. 

During  the  twelve  months  from  1st  January  to  31st  December, 
1957,  sixty-eight  forms  B.D.8  were  completed,  and  of  these,  fourteen 
cases  were  certified  Not  Blind,  thirty-nine  were  certified  Blind,  and 
fifteen  Partially  Sighted. 


Blind  Persons. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Retrolental  Fibroplasia  registered  in 
1957. 

There  was  only  one  female  child  aged  eleven  years  registered, 
the  cause  being  Optic  Atrophy.  This  child  is  mentally  retarded  and 
cannot  go  to  school,  but  a  teacher  visits  the  house  and  is  endeavouring 
to  teach  her  something. 

Thirteen  cases  of  blindness  were  caused  by  cataracts,  of  these 
treatment  was  not  recommended  in  one  case.  Hospital  supervision 
was  recommended  in  four  cases  and  all  four  cases  are  attending 
Hospital  periodically.  Two  cases  were  recommended  Medical  Treat¬ 
ment,  one  is  receiving  such  treatment  and  the  other’s  general  health  is 
too  poor  to  undergo  treatment.  Surgical  treatment,  if  and  when 
general  condition  permits,  was  recommended  in  six  cases,  and  in  all 
cases  their  general  health  is  not  suitable  at  present. 
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There  were  two  cases  of  Glaucoma  registered  during  the  year. 
Both  cases  were  recommended  Hospital  Supervision  and  one  of  them 
medical  treatment.  They  are  both  attending  Hospital  periodically 
and  receiving  the  necessary  treatment. 

Other  causes  of  blindness  were :  — 

Central  Choroiditis,  Central  Degeneration,  Central  Retinopathy, 
Choroidal  Sclerosis,  Chronic  Kerato-Uvetis,  Conjunctivitis,  Dacry¬ 
ocystitis,  Detached  Retina,  Embolus  Central  Retinal  Artery,  Hyper¬ 
tensive  Retinopathy,  Iridocyclitis,  Kerato -Iridocyclitis,  Myopia, 
Neuro- Syphilis,  Old  Keratitis,  Old  Uvetis,  Optic  Atrophy,  Perfora¬ 
ting  Injury,  Pituitary  Tumour,  Retinal  Arteriosclerosis,  Trauma  with 
Iodine,  and  Unkown  Causes. 

Hospital  Supervision  was  recommended  in  five  cases  and  medical 
treatment  in  four  cases.  Surgical  treatment  was  not  recommended 
for  any  cases.  One  case  has  undergone  cornea  operations  and  there 
has  been  a  very  slight  improvement.  The  cause  of  blindness  in  this 
case  was  Trauma  with  Iodine — a  doctor  having  accidentally  put 
Iodine  in  the  eyes  instead  of  drops  when  the  patient  was  a  small 
baby.  No  treatment  was  recommended  in  fifteen  cases. 

Of  the  new  cases  registered  during  the  year,  three  were  thought 
suitable  for  Rehabilitation.  One  male  aged  30  years  underwent  a 
course  of  Industrial  Rehabilitation  at  Torquay  from  22nd  August 
to  14th  November.  His  future  employment  has  been  left  in  the 
hands  of  the  Placement  Officer.  One  housewife  aged  51  years  is  to 
undergo  a  course  of  Social  Rehabilitation  and  one  male  aged  23 
years  is  to  undergo  Industrial  Rehabilitation  in  early  1958. 

Twenty- three  of  the  registered  blind  persons  are  over  the  age 
of  sixty-five  years.

Three  cases  were  due  to  Myopia,  two  being  children  for  whom 
spectacles  were  recommended  and  supplied,  and  one  adult  for  whom 
no  treatment  was  recommended.  One  adult  case  of  Myopia  and 
Glaucoma  was  recommended  Hospital  Supervision  aqd  is  attending 

Hospital  periodically. 

There  were  two  cases  of  Cataracts,  one  for  whom  surgical  treat¬ 
ment  was  recommended  but  who  has  not  yet  received  such  treatment, 
and  one  recommended  Hospital  Supervision  who  is  stated  to  be  attend¬ 
ing  periodically.  One  case  of  Cataract  and  Diabetic  Retinopathy  was 
recommended  Medical  treatment  and  is  receiving  such  treatment 
regularly. 

O  her  causes  of  defective  vision  were:  — 

Congenital  Coloboma  Uvea,  Detached  Retina,  Hypermetiopia, 
Keratitis,  Old  Hypertensive  Retinopathy,  Optic  Atrophy,  Retinitis, 
Pigmentosa,  Rupture  of  Globe,  Senile  Degeneration  and  Unkown 
Causes. 

Four  cases  were  recommended  Hospital  Supervision  and  all  are 
attending  periodically.  Of  these  four  cases,  one  was  recommended 
Optical,  one  Medical  and  one  Surgical  treatment.  The  optical  case 
has  received  his  spectacles,  the  medical  case  is  receiving  treatment, 
and  the  surgical  case  is  still  awaiting  such  treatment.  One  further 
case  was  recommended  Optical  treatment  but  has  not  been  able 
to  receive  same  owing  to  ill  health.  No  treatment  recommended  in 
three  cases. 
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Eight  of  the  registered  Partially  Sighted  persons  are  over  »he 
age  of  sixty-five  years. 


Home  Nursing  : 

The  Sunderland  District  Nursing  Association,  Murton  Street, 
has,  as  the  Agent  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  since  July  1948, 
provided  home  nursing  duties  in  the  Borough.  The  service  is  a 
“day  service”  between  the  hours  of  8-30  a.m.  and  10  p.m.  There 
is  no  “  night  service”  in  operation  to  date. 


The  Staff  consists  of  1  Superintendent,  2  Assistant  Superin¬ 
tendents,  25  full-time  nurses  including  3  male  nurses,  and  7  part-time 
nurses. 

Six  “contract”  houses  on  outlying  estates  have  been  allotted  by 
the  Corporation  for  the  accommodation  of  district  nurses. 

The  Service  has  been  operated  on  similar  lines  to  previous  years 
and  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  all  the  demands  have 
been  met. 

Nursing  appliances  were  loaned  when  necessary.

The  Superintendent  gave  talks  to  groups  of  Student  Nurses  from 
both  the  General  Hospital  and  the  Royal  Infirmary  and  subsequently 
the  Students  were  allowed  to  accompany  the  District  Nurses  on  their 
rounds. 

The  provision  of  home  care  for  patients  has  consideraly  relieved 
the  pressure  on  the  Hospital  Service,  as  indicated  by  the  following 
paragraphs :  — 

In  relation  to  patients  aged  65  or  over,  there  was  an  increase  in 
heavy  nursing  cases  and  50%  of  all  such  cases  nursed  might  have 
been  admitted  to  hospital. 
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20%  of  all  children  under  five  nursed  by  the  District  Nurses 
might  otherwise  have  had  to  go  to  hospital  for  treatment. 

It  is  estimated  that  3%  of  all  Cancer  cases  nursed  might  have 
been  hospital  cases. 

Nursing  service  was  also  provided  to  patients  on  discharge  from 
hospital  in  connection  with  post  operative  dressings  and  removal  of 
sutures,  which  must  also  have  relieved  the  hospitals  of  a  fair  amount 
of  work. 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  amount  of  child  nursing 
carried  out  during  the  year  by  the  District  Nursing  Service,  All 
cases,  whether  referred  by  General  Practitione  or  other  responsible 
persons,  have  received  attention,  the  Nurses  working  under  the 
direction  of  the  Medical  Practitioner  and  the  supervision  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent  and  Assistant  Superintendents.  When  infectious  cases  have 
been  nursed,  the  nurse  has  been  provided  with  a  special  set  of  protec¬ 
tive  clothing.  There  has  been  full  co-operation  with  the  doctors  and 
other  Public  Health  services  and,  if  there  has  been  any  doubt  about 
the  progress  of  a  case,  the  doctor  has  been  contacted  immediately. 
There  is  no  special  “Children’s  Nursing  Unit.” 


Two  deaths  occurred  amongst  these  oases,  a  child  under  one  year  of  age,  dying 
from  Spina  Bifida,  and  a  child  dying  from.  Spina  Bifida  Hydrocephalis.

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ALDERMAN  JAuicC  COHEN  HEALTH  CENTRE. 

This  compehensive  Health  Centre  has  now  been  in  operation 
for  a  complete  year. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Section: 

Three  Infant  Welfare  Centres  have  been  held  weeky  which  have 
been  well  attended;  in  addition  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Clinics 
have  been  held  on  the  premises. 

Facilities  are  available  for  Health  Education  and  lectures  have 
been  given  and  discussions  held  on  a  wide  variety  of  subjects,  sup¬ 
ported  by  the  use  of  a  film  projector. 

An  evening  Mothers’  Club,  an  innovation  in  connection  with 
the  work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  has  been  formed  and 
steady  progress  made.  The  programme  has  included  films,  talks, 
practical  demonstrations  and  group  discussions  on  many  and  varied 
topics  in  the  field  of  mental  and  physical  health. 

Great  interest  has  been  shown  in  the  Centre  and  groups  of 
visitors  have  been  conducted  round  the  premises,  including  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  neighbouring  authorities,  foreign  representatives  and 
Queen’s  Nurses’  Superintendents.  Student  Health  Visitors  and 
Nursery  Students  have  regularly  visited  the  Health  Centre  as  part  of 
their  educational  programme- 

A  three  day  seminar  arranged  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health 
Education  was  held  in  April,  for  Medical  and  Nursing  Staffs,  a  period 
also  being  set  aside  for  Domestic  Helps.  Representatives  from  neigh¬ 
bouring  authorities  also  attended. 

The  Distribution  Centre  for  Welfare  Foods  and  Proprietory  Foods 
has  been  open  daily. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination  sessions  have  been  held  at  the 
Centre. 

Pharmacy : 

The  Pharmacy  has  been  giving  full  time  service  since  it  opened 
in  June  of  this  year,  and  it  is  proving  to  be  of  inestimable  value,  both 
to  patients  and  practitioners. 

No.  of  prescriptions  dispensed  —  9,400. 

General  Practitioner®: 

Five  suites  provided  for  the  General  Practitioners  have  been 
occupied,  although  in  the  light  of  experience  there  has  been  a  reduc¬ 
tion  in  the  number  of  sessions  by  some  doctors. 

The  Staff  Nurse  employed  by  the  Local  Authority  has  given 
1,089  injections,  548  dressings  and  1,147  other  types  of  nursing 
treatment  during  the  year  under  review. 
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As  a  temporary  measure,  and  to  make  full  use  of  the  premises, 
one  of  the  sites  has  been  utilised  for  School  Clinics,  a  service  which 
relieves  children  in  the  area  from  the  necessity  of  travelling  in  to 
the  Central  Clinic  for  treatment. 

Dental  Section: 

A  Dental  Service  has  been  operated  by  the  School  Dental 
Staff  for  pre-school  children  and  expectant  and  nursing  mothers, 
together  with  children  of  school  age,  but  due  to  shortage  of  dental 
staff,  it  has  not  been  possibe  to  utilise  the  dental  accommodation  to 
its  full  extent. 

337  sessions  have  been  held,  of  which  one- eleventh  were  de¬ 
voted  to  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work.  Dental  work  for  expect¬ 
ant  and  nursing  mothers  has  been  executed  in  the  Dental  Laboratory 
at  the  Centre. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  upon  the  high  degree  of 
co-operation  between  the  Local  Authority  Staff  and  the  General 
Practitioners  and  that  the  Health  Centre  is  making  a  most  important 
contribution  to  the  Health  Services  provided  by  this  Authority. 


SMOKING  AND  LUNG  CANCER. 

Arising  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  7/57,  the  Authority 
accepted  the  need  for  a  programme  of  propaganda.  Accordingly, 
posters  of  various  sizes  and  types  were  obtained  for  wide  distribution 
in  the  town  and  the  local  Press  co-operated  in  publicising  the  infor¬ 
mation  which  exists  concerning  the  danger  from  smoking.  Posters 
were  placed  throughout  the  town  in  buildings  frequented  by  the 
public,  such  as  public  halls,  shop  premises,  buses,  industrial  under¬ 
takings,  factories,  Doctor’s  surgeries,  Local  Authority  Clinics,  senior 
schools  and  colleges,  premises  of  youth  organisations,  and  hospitals. 
The  demand  for  posters  v  as  considerable  and  the  co-operation  of 
responsible  persons  was  very  willingly  obtained. 

In  addition  to  this  visual  propaganda,  verbal  advice  and  instruc¬ 
tion  were  carried  out  by  Health  Visitors,  partly  during  talks  to  the 
public  and  partly  during  individual  visits  to  the  homes  of  the  public. 

All  the  arrangements  made  were  instigated  and  carried  out  only 
by  the  County  Borough  Council. 

It  was  felt  that  there  should  be  special  concentration  upon 
children  and  young  persons,  and  accordingly  the  Director  of 
Education’s  co-operation  was  obtained,  and  all  schools  attended  by 
senior  school  children  were  provided  with  posters.  160  posters 
were  distributed  in  this  manner,  and  the  other  large  body  of  re¬ 
cipients  was  the  General  Medical  Practitioners  who  received  190 
posters. 
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It  is  the  Council's  opinion  that  the  public  is  now  well  aware 
of  the  danger  from  smoking  and  is  not  unduly  worried  by  it.  The 
public  reaction  appears  to  have  been  very  moderate  at  this  stage, 
but  it  is  the  Council’s  intention  to  continue  publicising  anti -smoking 
propaganda. 

National  Assistance  Act  1948  (Section  47) 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act  1951 

This  Section  deals  with  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of 
persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  During  the  year  one  case  was 
removed  under  this  Act. 

Spastic  Paralysis, 

There  are  65  Borough  cases  of  spastic  paralysis  on  the  books 
at  the  Sunderland  Orthopoedic  and  Accident  Hospital.  32  of  these 
cases  are  below  school  leaving  age.  The  liaison  in  the  matter  of 
treatment  between  the  Sunderland  County  Borough  and  the  local 
Orthopaedic  Service  is  quite  good.  Facilities  are  available  for  special 
teaching  both  by  Home  Teaching  and  at  Thornfield  Open  Air  School 
for  the  cases  which  are  suitable.  In  addition,  cases  are  occasionally 
referred  to  the  Percy  Hedley  School  for  Spastics  in  Newcastle. 

2  children  were  in  attendance  at  Thornfield  special  school  for 
physically  handicapped  children. 

3  children  were  in  attendance  at  Residential  Schools  as  weekly 
boarders. 

1  child  attended  Ford  Hall  special  school  for  educationally 
sub-normal  children. 

Mental  Health  Service  : 

There  are  15  males  and  20  females  who  are  on  the  Mental 
Defectives’  register  under  statutory  supervision,  suffering  from 
cerebral  palsy. 

Three  of  these  cases  are  in  attendance  at  Occupation  Centres 
for  Mental  Defectives,  and  despite  their  limitations,  respond  well  to 
occupational  guidance.  Those  who  are  not  suitable  for  occupation 
centre  training  remain  in  their  own  homes. 

There  are  no  mentally  defective  spastic  sufferers  from  Sunderland 
detained  in  hospitals  provided  solely  for  the  treatment  and  training 
of  this  type  of  patient. 

Epileptics. 

School  Children: 

There  were  mild  cases  of  '‘Petit  Mai”  in  attendance  at  Primary 
Schools. 
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Two  cases  in  Ford  Hail  Special  School  for  Educationally 
Sub-normal  children. 

Eight  cases  were  in  Residential  Schools. 

Two  cases  were  in  Thornfield  Open-air  Day  School

Difficulty  is  still  being  experienced  in  placing  such  cases  in 
suitable  employment,  but  those  remaining  in  their  own  homes  are 
well  cared  for  and  there  is  no  evidence  of  neglect. 

There  are  no  “mentally  defective’’  sufferers  from  the  Borough 
detained  in  Hospitals  provided  solely  for  the  treatment  and  training 
of  this  type  of  patient. 

Mental  Welfare  Department  : 

There  are  21  males  and  16  females  on  the  Mental  Deficiency 
Register  suffering  from  epilepsy.  Four  of  these  cases  are  in  atten¬ 
dance  at  the  Occupation  Centre  for  Mental  Defectives. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water.  The  source  of  supply  remains  unchanged  and  the  quality 
and  quantity  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewage.  5,314  lineal  yards  of  new  sewers  were 
laid  by  the  Borough  Surveyor  during  the  year  under  review. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  No  action  has  been  taken  for  the  prevention 
of  pollution  of  the  River  Wear,  which  takes  the  effluent  from  13  sewers. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  river  Wear  is  a  tidal  river  and  taking 
sewage,  little  can  be  done  to  prevent  or  mitigate  pollution. 

Closet  Accommodation.  During  the  year  48  broken  or  other¬ 
wise  defective  watercloset  basins  were  replaced  by  new1  wash-down 
pedestal  basins.

Public  Cleansing.  The  amount  of  domestic  refuse  removed 
during  1957  was  48,263  tons;  street  refuse  4,760  tons,  salvage 
(including  kitchen  waste)  4,060  tons.  In  addition  51,375  gullies  were 
emptied,  producing  2,104  tons  of  sludge. 

The  arrangements  for  removal  of  household  refuse  continue  to 
be  efficient,  the  whole  of  the  removal  being  carried  out  by  means  of 
closed  freighters. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.  The  number  of  visits  made 
by  the  District  Inspectors  during  the  period  under  review  (including 
inspections,  advisory  visits,  etc.)  was  7,276.

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  two  common  lodging  houses  in  the  Borough. 

1.  The  Salvation  Army  Hostel  accommodates  172  lodgers  and 
is  structurally  sound,  clean  and  in  a  good  state  of  repair. 

2.  This  hostel  accommodates  43  lodgers,  most  of  whom  are 
above  retirement  age.  The  building  is  very  old  and  it  is  only  at 
high  cost  and  with  constant  attention  that  the  building  is  kept  clean 
and  in  a  fairly  good  state  of  repair.  As  there  is  no  other  facility  for 
accommodating  these  men  it  is  advisable  to  continue  the  licence  for 
the  time  being. 


Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  12  offensive  trades  authorised  in  the  Borough.

48  Visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  these  premises.

Plans* — The  practice  of  all  plans  for  new  buildings  being  sub¬ 
mitted  to  this  office  for  examination  in  relation  to  sanitary  works  has 
been  continued  throughout  the  year.  This  is  an  important  connection 
between  the  Building  Surveyor  and  the  Health  Department.  The 
total  number  of  plans  examined  and  commented  upon  was  972.

Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951. 

There  are  13  registered  premises  and  3  premises  licensed  to 
store  Rag  Flock  in  the  Borough.  24  Visits  were  made  to  these 
premises  during  1957.  2  Persons  were  cautioned  for  failing  to  main¬ 
tain  proper  records  of  filling  materials.  All  filling  materials  inspected 
were  from  approved  sources  and  were  warranted  to  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Act.  No  Rag  Flock  or  other  filling  material 
is  being  manufactured  in  the  Borough  and  no  samples  were  taken. 

Camping  Sites — There  are  no  sites  in  the  Borough  licensed  for 
this  particular  purpose. 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

The  past  year  was  the  first  year  of  the  operation  of  the  Clean 
Air  Act,  and  although  the  complete  Act  is  not  in  force  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  was  taken  to  bring  the  various  requirements  of  this  new  legisla¬ 
tion  to  the  notice  of  persons  likely  to  be  affected  by  the  Act. 

The  Council  have  applied  to  the  Minister  for  permission  to  adopt 
the  amendment  of  the  building  bye-laws  requiring  the  installation  in 
new  private  dwellings  of  appliances  used  for  heating  and  cooking 
which  will  be  capable  of  being  operated  without  the  emission  of 
smoke. 
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Preliminary  investigations  for  a  proposed  smoke  control  area  in 
the  centre  of  the  town  were  carried  out.  This  area  which  comprises 
85  acres  was  felt  to  be  the  most  suitable  for  the  first  Smoke  Control 
Area  in  Sunderland  as  it  contained  a  variety  of  propreties  which  will 
give  some  experience  of  all  problems  likely  to  arise  in  future  Smoke 
Control  Areas.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are  165  domestic  properties, 
4  industrial  properties,  and  545  business  and  commercial  properties 
within  this  area.  The  amount  of  solid  bituminous  fuel  at  present 
being  burned  is  approximately  830  tons  per  year. 

The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has  been  notified 
of  these  proposals,  and  we  are  now  awaiting  his  comments  on  the 
scheme  prior  to  carrying  out  a  detailed  survey  of  the  area. 

Nine  notifications  of  intention  to  install  furnaces  were  received 
and  one  application  for  approval  of  an  installation  was  considered. 
This  installation  was  approved  for  the  purposes  of  Section  3(2)  of  the 
Act. 


Although  it  is  anticipated  that  some  industrial  concerns  may  have 
difficulty  in  complying  with  the  proposed  regulations  concerning  the 
permitted  periods  for  the  emission  of  dark  smoke,  which  are  likely 
to  be  made  by  the  Minister  in  1958,  the  management  in  these  par¬ 
ticular  instances  have  been  interviewed,  and  it  is  felt  that  they  are 
well  aware  of  the  action  that  they  will  have  to  take  to  prevent  undue 
emission  of  dark  smoke. 

In  September  air  pollution  measurement  gauges  were  set  up 
at  the  following  sites :  - — 

Aid.  Jack  Cohen  Health  Centre — Deposit  Gauge. 

Sunderland  Accident  Hospital — Deposit  Gauge. 

Athenaeum  Buildings — Deposit  Gauge  and  Lead  Peroxide 
Gauge.

Whilst  it  is  early  yet  to  form  any  real  opinions  on  the  amount 
of  air  pollution  in  the  Borough,  the  figures  do  reveal  much  heavier 
deposits  than  was  anticipated. 

133  Visits  were  made  to  industrial  premises  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Clean  Air  Act  and  14  timed  observations  were  made  on  chimneys. 
Where  necessary,  advice  was  given  to  reduce  the  emission  of  smoke. 
2  Concerns  converted  existing  unsatisfactory  coal  burning  furnaces 
to  oil  firing  with  a  marked  reduction  in  smoke  emission.

Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  Part  II  Poisons,  Health  Provisions, 

96  Licences  were  taken  out  by  shop-keepers  during  the  year. 
131  visits  were  made  during  the  period  respecting  bottling,  labelling 
and  storage.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  storage  of  these 
poisons  and  the  keeping  of  retailers  Registers  of  Poisons,  particularly 
where  these  poisons  are  ordered  by  phone  and  delivered  to  farmers,  etc. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  and  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955, 

1,421  Inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 

298  Infringements  were  noted  and  remedied.  Many  minor 
infringements,  e.g.,  bin  lids  not  in  position,  towels  not  readily  avail¬ 
able,  windows  not  opened  when  necessary,  were  remedied  at  the  time 
of  the  visit.  Infringements  included  defective  sanitary  accommoda¬ 
tion,  lack  of  cleanliness,  too  infrequent  white  or  colour  washing, 
insufficient  ventilation  and  lighting,  also  in  respect  of  the  supply  of 
“hot  and  cold”  or  hot  water  to  sinks  and  wash  basins,  the  provision 
of  First  Aid  Boxes  and  signs  “No  Smoking”  “Now  Wash  Your 
Hands”  etc.,  as  per  the  new  regulations. 

Inspections  under  this  Section  are  being  carried  out  as  quickly 
as  possible.  Due  to  staff  shortage  the  question  of  food  hygiene  does 
not  receive  the  attention  that  such  an  important  matter  deserves. 

The  traders  as  a  whole  are  co-operating  with  the  authority  and 
a  great  deal  of  work  has  been  carried  out.  Food  Hygiene  is  a  sub¬ 
ject  which  requires  a  vast  amount  of  routine  work,  both  inside  and 
outside  normal  working  hours,  only  possible  with  a  fully  trained 
staff. 


Talks  to  traders,  organisations,  etc.,  continue  to  be  given  and 
many  probems  came  to  light  in  this  way. 

The  Food  Traders  Voluntary  Guild  of  Hygiene,  a  very  active 
body  in  Sunderland  continues  to  play  its  part.  The  Guild  appoints 
its  own  officers  from  the  many  traders  and  functions  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Health  Committee  and  Public  Health  Inspectors. 
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Restaurant  Kitchens  (including  Snack  Bars  and  Workmen’s 
Canteens.,  etc.) 

91  visits  were  made  to  these  premises.  84  infringements  were 
noted  and  remedied.  Many  kitchens  have  been  modernised,  and  the 
owners  of  other  premises,  having  regard  to  the  new  legislation  are 
making  the  necessary  alterations  and  improvements. 


Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

172  visits  were  made  under  this  heading,  including  visits  to 
offices  and  business  premises  generally.  46  nuisances  included 
defective  sanitary  accommodation,  spouts,  roofs  and  other  defects. 

Complaints  of  bad  odours,  due  to  defective  electrical  equipment 
continue  to  reach  this  office.  The  odour  is  due  to  certain  plastics 
used  in  the  electrical  industry,  which  when  heated  give  off  a  foul, 
fishy  smell.  This  is  most  objectionable  in  office  or  shop. 

No  Statutory  Notices  were  served  during  the  year. 


Food  Poisoning. 

58  cases  of  food  poisoning  and  83  cases  of  bacillary  dysentery, 
were  verified  by  the  Bacteriologist.  92  inspections  were  made  during 
the  year.

SLUM  CLEARANCE. 


During  the  year  1957  steady  progress  has  been  maintained  in 
the  clearance  of  slum  areas  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table : 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk  Supply,  The  supervision  of  all  premises  where  milk  is 
pasteurised,  sterilised,  stored  or  sold  was  carried  out  and  the  clean¬ 
liness  of  these  premises  was  maintained.  Samples  were  taken  of  all 
types  of  milk  consumed  within  the  Borough,  including  milk  supplied 
to  schools  and  submitted  for  Chemical  Analysis,  Bacteriological  and 
Biological  examination.  A  total  of  666  samples  of  milk  were  taken. 

Two  complaints  were  deceived  cdnceming  milk  supplied  in 
bottles  which  had  not  been  properly  cleansed,  and  as  this  supply  was 
from  a  farm  producing  T.T.  milk  the  facts  were  reported  to  the 
County  Milk  Regulations  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  for 
action  by  his  department.

Of  the  376  samples  submitted  6  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested 
Milk  were  unsatisfactory,  and  the  producers  concerned  were  notified. 
No  sample  of  Pasteurised  or  Sterilised  milk  failed  to  satisfy  the 
statutory  test.  12  Samples  of  Pasteurised  milks  failed  the  Methylene 
Blue  Reduction  Test  but  this  test  was  invalidated  as  at  the  time  the 
samples  were  taken  the  temperature  exceeded  65°  F. 

When  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  were  unsatisfactory 
the  County  Milk  Production  Officer  was  informed.  Where  a  sample 
of  Pasteurised  milk  from  a  source  of  supply  outside  the  Borough  was 
unsatisfactory,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  area  in  which 
the  milk  was  processed  was  notified.

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Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947. 

Ice-cream  Factories,  Merchants  and  Dealers.  A  high  standard 
of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained  in  all  premises  where  ice-cream  is 
being  manufactured,  stored  and  sold.  Frequent  inspections  are  made 
at  local  factories  during  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream,  particular 
attention  being  paid  to  the  subsequent  cleansing  and  sterilising  of 
equipment  after  use.  There  were  151  samples  submitted  for  bacteri¬ 
ological  examination  and  86.9%  were  satisfactory  compared  with 
82.22%  in  1956. 

The  average  fat  content  of  ice  cream  submitted  for  chemical 
analysis  was  9.07%  compared  with  the  figure  for  1956  which  was 
8.25%.  One  informal  sample  was  3.5%  but  a  formal  sample  con¬ 
tained  7.5%  fat.

In  addition  to  home  killed  lamb,  mutton  and  pork  carcases, 
approximately  4,500  carcases  of  beef  from  animals  slaughtered  out¬ 
side  the  Borough  were  sold  in  the  wholesale  meat  shops. 

21  Slaughterhouses  are  licensed  and  six  of  these  premises  are 
used  for  the  wholesale  trade. 

Killing  at  weekends  and  at  night  is  the  rule  in  many  of  the 
slaughterhouses.  In  many  of  these  premises,  it  is  difficult  to  maintain 
a  good  standard  of  hygiene  due  to  lack  of  space  and  inadequate 
facilities. 

Condemned  meat  and  offal  is  collected  by  a  firm  outside  the 
Borough  and  processed  into  fertilizer.  All  other  food  is  put  into  an 
incinerator  or  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  by  the  Cleansing 
Department.

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Syphilis : 

Only  two  cases  of  Early  Syphilis  were  seen  during  the  year,  a 
male  patient  with  primary  syphilis  which  was  acquired  abroad  and 
a  female  case  of  secondary  syphilis  who  came  as  a  transfer,  having 
been  diagnosed  and  treated  elsewhere. 

There  was  one  case  of  Infantile  Congenital  Syphilis  (under  1 
year)  who  was  discovered  by  routine  examination  of  a  family,  be¬ 
cause  an  elder  child  aged  1  year  5  months  was  diagnosed  in  the 
Children’s  Hospital.  The  Mother  has  all  her  children  at  home,  and 
so  had  never  had  a  blood  test. 

The  total  of  new  and  old  cases  registered,  again  shows  a 
decrease. 

Treatment: 

Penicillin  and  Bismuth  have  been  used  as  previously,  but  Arsenic 
has  been  used  again  in  a  few  cases  which  had  become  Wassermann 
fast. 


Long  acting  preparations  of  penicillin  have  been  used  in  several 
cases  who  could  not  attend  daily  owing  to  work  or  distance. 

Gonorrhoea : 

During  the  year  there  were  fewer  male  cases  of  Gonorrhoea, 
but  an  increase  in  female  cases.  The  drop  in  male  cases  is  practically 
accounted  for  by  the  fewer  number  of  foreign  seamen  reporting  with 
gonorrhoea. 

Treatment : 

Treatment  has  been  carried  out  with  Penicillin  as  previously.  So 
far  no  case  has  been  found  resistant  to  Penicillin. 

Urethritis  : 

Again  there  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Non  Gonoccocal  Urethritis. 
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Treatment: 

Treatment  has  been  carried  out  as  before  according  to  what  was 
found  microscopically  and  culturally. 


N.V*  Cases: 

Nothing  of  note  has  been  seen  during  the  year. 


Visits*  During  the  year,  the  Health  Visitor  (seconded  for  this 
purpose)  made  277  personal  visits,  of  this  number  210  persons  were 
contacted  and  67  visits  proved  ineffectual.  As  a  result  of  these 
visits  247  persons  reported  to  the  clinic. 

Ante-natal  Cases*  Two  Sunderland  pregnant  women  patients 
were  carried  over  from  1956  for  delivery  in  1957.  All  were  normal 
deliveries.

In  connection  with  the  work  of  the  Chest  Clinic,  the  Senior 
Consultant  Chest  Physician  reports  as  follows: 


There  are  four  whole-time  Tuberculosis  Visitors  concerned  with 
the  preventive  care  and  after-care  of  Tuberculosis.  They  work  entirely 
from  the  Chest  Clinic,  where  they  have  every  facility  for  close  co¬ 
operation  with  the  Chest  Physicians  and  other  clinic  staff  and  also 
the  necessary  facilities  for  radiological  and  immunisation  work. 

Incidence  and  Death  Rate. 

There  has  been  another  fall  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
tuberculosis,  and  the  known  incidence  of  the  disease — as  revealed 
by  notifications — shows  the  first  significant  fall  since  1949.  the 
real  incidence  is  undoubtedly  falling  and  the  pick-up  rate  from 
Mass  Radiography  examinations  is  dropping,  in  spite  of  every  effort 
made  to  utilise  the  Unit  among  sections  of  the  population  in  which 
a  high  incidence  is  to  be  expected;  the  number  of  cases  of  active 
tuberculosis  found  from  1,000  persons  X-rayed  being  1951 — 9.5; 
1952—7.4;  1953—7.5;  1954—4.2;  1955—4.0;  1956—3.0;  and 
1957—2.9.

The  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  is  increasing 
and  now  stands  at  1966.  This  is  partly  due  to  cases  which  would 
have  died  before  the  advent  of  modern  chemotherapy  and  are  now 
living  and  remaining  on  the  Register,  and  partly  to  the  reluctance 
among  Chest  Physicians  to  take  cases  off  the  Register  as  recovered. 
The  number  of  cases  on  the  Register  is  no  longer  of  any  value  in 
assessing  the  trend  of  tuberculosis. 

The  data  supplied  by  the  School  Medical  Service  in  connection 
with  the  tuberculin  testing  of  school  leavers  under  the  B.C.G.  Vac¬ 
cination  Scheme  shows  that  the  incidence  of  tuberculin  positive 
children  has  fallen  from  25\°/0  to  21|-%.  This  provides  valuable 
confirmatory  evidence  that  the  incidence  of  the  disease  is  falling. 

Contact  Examination. 

From  the  171  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  895  household  contacts 
were  examined.  18  cases  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  dis¬ 
covered.  33 1  of  the  contacts  were  tuberculin  negative  and  were  offered 
B.C.G.  immunisation.  313  accepted  and  were  given  B.C.G.,  and  in 
18  cases  the  parents  refused  vaccination.

Modern  drug  treatment  of  tuberculosis  is  enabling  more  and 
more  cases  to  return  in  safety  to  their  old  employment  and  fewer 
cases  require  the  help  of  the  rehabilitation  clinic.  Those  cases, 
however,  that  do  require  help  present  many  difficulties  both  to  the 
medical  staff  and  the  Disablement  Resettlement  Officers. 

Waiting  List. 

There  was  no  waiting  list  for  pulmonary  tuberculosis  beds  either 
at  hospital  or  sanatorium  and  no  waiting  list  for  the  Thoracic  Surgical 
Unit  at  Seaham.

Occupational  Therapy  : 

During  the  past  year  there  was  a  marked  falling  off  of  patients 
attending  the  Regent  Terrace  Centre.  By  the  end  of  August,  atten¬ 
dances  had  ceased  altogether  and  the  question  of  the  future  of  the 
Centre  is  under  consideration.  Dr.  J.  MacLachlan  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  reports  that  the  changed  circumstances  resulting  in  an 
extreme  lack  of  cases  for  occupational  therapy  after  care  arise  from 
the  use  of  antibiotic  and  other  therapeutic  drugs  which  have  created 
such  tremendous  improvement  in  tuberculous  persons.  Most  of  them 
are  able  to  return  to  work  after  a  period  of  training  at  an  Industrial 
Rehabilitation  Unit,  with  the  assistance  of  a  Disablement  Rehabilita¬ 
tion  Officer. 

Owing  to  the  declining  incidence  in  tuberculosis,  the  position 
has  now  completely  altered.  A  rise  in  the  number  of  patients 
attending  the  Centre  is  unlikely  and  for  the  few  cases  requiring 
occupational  therapy,  this  could  be  carried  on  in  the  patient’s  own 
home. 
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It  was  generally  felt  that  the  project  has  now  outlived  its  useful¬ 
ness.  This  surely  is  an  encouraging  factor  to  all  concerned.  The 
Centre,  opened  in  November,  1953,  by  the  late  Dr.  Robert  Cunning¬ 
ham  has,  during  its  short  span  of  life,  been  the  means  of  giving 
happy  hours  of  occupation  and  diversion  to  those  having  to  face  long 
periods  of  convalescence. 

The  non-ambulant  Scheme  for  patients  receiving  tuition  in  their 
own  homes  continues  satisfactory.  In  addition  to  the  usual  types  of 
handicrafts  made,  such  as  rug-making  (by  far  the  most  popular  of 
crafts),  knitting,  embroidery,  marquetry,  cane  work,  etc.,  a  new 
venture  was  introduced,  that  of  assembling  small  contemporary  furni¬ 
ture  kits.  These  include  bathroom  'and  sewing  cabinets,  small  tables 
and  stools.  Some  useful  and  attractive  pieces  of  work  were  the 
result 


Extract  from  Report  of  the  Care  in  Illness  Committee. 

Once  again  the  Care  in  Illness  Committee  had  a  very  busy  year 
dealing  with  418  cases,  many  of  which  were  helped  with  the  loan 
of  surgical  appliances  and  invalid  chairs  for  patients  who  had  to  be 
nursed  at  home.  There  was  also  a  demand  for  clothing  grants  and 
extra  nourishment  for  invalids  whose  income  had  been  seriously 
depleted  through  prolonged  illness.  During  the  year  35  cases  were 
granted  nourishment  such  as  milk,  eggs,  Horlicks,  etc.,  and  13  cases 
were  helped  with  clothing.  Now  that  the  Doctors  and  Hospital 
Almoners  are  becoming  increasingly  aware  of  the  work  of  the  Com 
mittee,  many  cases  which  would  otherwise  be  missed  are  referred 
to  it. 


The  National  Society  for  Cancer  Relief  was  again  most  generous 
in  helping  seriously  ill  patients  in  the  area.  No  case  referred  to 
them  is  ever  refused  help,  and  21  cases  were  given  grants  in  the 
year. 


The  Care  In  Illness  Committee  was  also  able  to  help  many  cases 
by  applying  to  the  appropriate  Forces’  Benevolent  Society  and 
£78  13s.  Od.  was  obtained  in  this  way  on  behalf  of  12  cases.  Many 
invalid  chairs  were  overhauled  and  repaired  during  the  year  and  it 
was  necessary  during  the  Summer  months  to  resort  to  a  waiting  list 
so  that  as  many  patients  as  possible  could  benefit  during  the  fine 
weather.  More  chairs  are  needed  and  gifts  of  such  chairs  will  be 
especially  welcomed.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


1.  ADMINISTRATION, 

(a)  The  Mental  Health  Committee  consisting  of  11  members 
have  met  at  monthly  intervals  during  the  year  to  consider  matters 
of  policy  concerning  the  care  and  after-care  of  persons  suffering 
from  mental  illness  or  mental  deficiency. 

STAFF, 

(b)  During  the  year,  the  female  Social  Worker  retired  and 
the  male  Social  Worker  was  appointed  additional  Duly  Authorised 
Officer.  In  spite  of  the  shortage  of  qualified  experienced  workers 
in  the  Mental  Health  field,  the  Authority  was  able  to  fill  both  the 
posts  of  (Social  Worker  with  persons  of  considerable  experience 
in  Mental  Health  work. 

The  workers  in  this  Section  of  the  Health  Service  now  number 
thirteen. 

(c)  Co-operation  with  the  personnel  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  Hospital  Management  Committees  and  their  staffs  continues 
to  be  satisfactory,  although  personal  contact  and  discussions  with 
their  Social  Workers  have  not  been  held  so  frequently  as  in  previous 
years. 

>d)  The  Voluntary  Organisations  have  continued  to  render 
valuable  assistance  throughout  the  year  and  in  spite  of  the  welfare 
services  provided  by  the  State  it  has  still  been  necessary  to  appeal 
to  the  Voluntary  Organisations — e.g.,  W.V.S.  for  material  assistance. 

(e)  As  during  previous  years,  two  members  of  the  staff  have 
been  given  the  opportunity  to  attend  refresher  courses,  one  for 
Mental  Health  Workers  and  the  other  for  staff  of  Occupation  Centres 
and  School  Departments  of  the  Hospitals. 


II.  (i)  (a)  Prevention  of  Mental  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care  of 
Mentally  Ill  and  Defective. 

There  is  still  much  to  be  done  in  connection  with  the  care  and 
after-care  of  those  who  have  been  mentally  ill  and  those  who  re¬ 
quire  support  to  assist  them  in  their  return  to  community  life  from 
hospital,  but  until  an  adequate  supply  of  suitable  workers  is  avail¬ 
able  it  is  not  possible  to  cover  this  service  as  adequately  as  one 
would  wish.  Much  good  work  is  being  carried  out,  however,  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  Social  Workers  of  the  Cherry  Knowle  Hos¬ 
pital,  to  which  Hospital  the  majority  of  cases  are  referred  and  dealt 
with  at  the  Department  of  Psychological  Medicine,  The  Royal 
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lmirmary. 

(b)  Under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts: 

There  has  been  no  reduction  in  the  amount  of  work  required 
to  be  done  in  the  service  of  the  care  of  the  Mentally  Defective  in  the 
Community,  the  increase  ip  the  number  of  patients  discharged  from 
hospital  requiring  support  and  advice  is  likely  to  continue  as  some 
of  the  decisions  reached  by  the  Royal  Commission  are  now  being 
implemented. 

The  contact  with  the  ex -hospital  patients  is  indeed  satisfactory, 
they  do  not  hesitate  to  call  voluntarily  to  seek  assistance  from  the 
Mental  Health  Workers,  no  persuasion  being  necessary  to  gain  their 
co-operation  and  trust. 

Providing  suitable  employment  is  still  a  grave  problem  in  this 
area,  but  the  Mental  Health  Workers  and  Ministry  of  Labour 
Officials  do  all  they  can  to  give  sympathetic  consideration  to  ail 
applications. 

Lack  of  adequate  hospital  accommodation  is  still  serious,  al¬ 
though  new  buildings  have  been  provided  at  some  of  our  hospitals, 
the  waiting  lists  are  still  long,  and  it  has  beep  difficult  to  obtain 
temporary  accommodation  at  short  notice. 

(ii)  Guardianship:  Six  persons  were  under  guardianship  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  all  receiving  adequate  care  and  atteption,  being 
quite  settled  and  Contented  in  their  home  surroundings. 

(iii)  Occupation  Centres:  The  Occupation  Centres  are  still 
functioning  in  the  inadequate  premises,  but  plans  are  goipg  ahead 
for  the  erection  of  new  buildings,  visits  having  been  made  during 
the  past  year  to  other  cities  in  which  pew  Centres  have  recently 
been  opened.  Until  the  new  buildings  are  erected  the  presem 
premises  will  continue  to  be  kept  as  bright  and  cheerful  as  possible 
for  the  use  of  the  children.  Parents  continue  to  co-operate  in  bring¬ 
ing  their  children  to  Murton  Street,  many  of  them  from  considerable 
distance  from  new  estates  in  the  town.  Seven  new  admissions  were 
made  during  the  year — one  girl  aged  15  years,  and  six  children 
under  ten  years  of  age. 

The  adult  classes  are  well  attended  and  so  well  supported  by 
trainees  of  many  years  attendance,  that  until  a  new  centre  is  built 
newcomers  cannot  be  admitted.  Simple  cookery  lessons  were  com¬ 
menced  during  the  year  and  much  interest  was  taken  in  them  by 
the  full  group.  Simple  dressmaking  has  also  been  done  and  more 
and  more  girls  are  asking  if  they  can  be  allowed  to  make  garments 
such  as  skirts,  dresses,  etc. 

The  Male  Adult  Class  continues  to  do  good  work,  particu¬ 
larly  wood -work  in  their  old  building,  and  it  is  indeed  gratifying  to 
report  that  this  Centre  is  at  last  being  recognised  by  other  Corpora¬ 
tion  Departments.  Work  undertaken  includes  picture  framing  for  the 
Hostels  of  the  Welfare  Department  and  repair  to  toys  from  the

Day  Nurseries. 

An  annual  medical  inspection  has  been  carried  out  by  the 
School  Medical  Department,  adult  trainees  and  members  of  the  staff 
also  attended  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  for  examination;  dental 
treatment  was  also  given  at  the  Cherry  Knowle  Hospital.  For  these 
services  I  would  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Medical  Superintendent 
of  Cherry  Knowle  Hospital. 

Recreational  activities  have  been  arranged  as  usual;  the 
Children’s  Class  went  to  Saltwell  Park,  Gateshead,  and  the  adults 
to  Durran  Hill  House,  Carlisle.  Christmas  parties  were  also 
arranged.

Account  of  Work  Undertaken  by  the  Duly  Authorised  Officers 

under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  1890  and 
1930,  during  year  ended  31st  December,  1957. 

Calls  upon  the  service  of  the  Duly  Authorised  Officers  continue 
to  increase  from  all  sources. 

In  some  cases  the  problems  referred  were  in  no  way  connected 
with  Mental  Health,  but  assistance  was  given  by  way  of  advice  or 
referring  them  to  appropriate  departments.  Many  cases  have  been 
referred  to  the  Psychiatric  Clinic,  and  in  certain  cases  arrangements 
were  made  at  short  notice  for  them  to  be  seen  by  the  Psychiatrist 
at  die  Mental  Hospital.  Since  the  appointment  of  another  Duly 
Authorised  Officer,  more  social  work  has  been  undertaken  with  good 
results.  This  is  time  taking  but  valuable  work,  as  in  certain  cases 
the  social  problems  of  the  family  are  often  a  contributory  cause  of 
mental  illness,  and  no  doubt  in  the  future  more  domiciliary  care 
or  pre-care  will  be  carried  out  by  Mental  Welfare  Officers. 

The  public  are  becoming  more  enlightened  regarding  the  prob¬ 
lems  relating  to  Mental  Health.  This,  no  doubt,  has  been  assisted 
by  the  publicity  giren  to  this  subject  by  the  Press,  radio  and  by  a 
series  of  films  recently  shown  on  television.  Consequently,  they  are 
able  to  discuss  their  problems  more  freely.  More  people  are  seeking 
treatment  as  Voluniary  Patients,  and  often  as  outpatients.  No 
fewer  than  176  interviews  have  taken  place,  either  at  the  Duly 
Authorised  Officers’  Department  or  at  their  residences  during  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1957. 
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Bed  Situation. 

Although  the  demand  for  mental  hospital  accommodation 
increased  during  the  past  year,  beds  were  available  for  all  cases  dealt 
with  by  the  Duly  Authorised  Officers,  and  only  on  few  occasions 
were  waiting  lists  resorted  to. 


Co-operation. 

Co-operation  remains  at  a  high  level  with  local  General  Prac¬ 
titioners,  Statutory,  Local  and  Voluntary  Organisations,  and  particu- 
arly  with  the  medical  staffs  of  all  hospitals  covering  the  area.  Much 
good  work  has  been  accomplished  by  this  close  relationship. 


After-Care. 

More  after-care  work  has  been  carried  out,  and  assistance  given. 
These  visits  appear  to  be  greatly  appreciated  by  relatives  and  in 
most  cases  have  a  good  effect  on  the  patients,  particularly  the  aged 
persons.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  being  also  the  Principal  School 
Medical  Officer  ensures  complete  co-operation  of  the  School  Health 
and  general  Public  Health  Services. 


Records  from  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Section  are 
transferred  to  the  School  Health  Service  when  the  child  commences 
School,  and  such  medical  records  are  also  available  on  request  to 
Medical  Practitioners  when  the  child  leaves  school.  By  these  means, 
the  child  is  continually  under  medical  supervision. 


The  average  number  of  children  on  the  school  register  during 
the  year  was  32,176.  The  total  number  of  children  examined  by 
the  School  Medical  Officers  for  the  year  was  8,449,  compared  with 
9,221  in  the  previous  year,  and  for  Dental  Officers  15,645,  compared 
with  19,272  for  the  previous  year. 


The  medical  inspection  of  the  following  classes  was  carried 
out :  — 

(a)  Pupils  admitted  for  the  first  time  to  a  maintained  school. 

(b)  Pupils  in  the  last  year  of  attendance  at  a  maintained 
primary  school. 

>'c)  Pupils  in  the  last  year  of  attendance  at  a  maintained 
secondary  school. 

;d)  Routine  inspection  of  pupils  attending  nursery  and 
special  schools,  senior  pupils  at  grammar  and  technical 
schools. 

(e)  Pupils  examined  at  the  request  of  head  teachers,  school 
nurses  and  parents,  or  pupils  for  ascertainment  as  handi¬ 
capped  pupils,  or  pupils  required  for  further  observation 
before  or  after  treatment. 

Prior  to  medical  inspection,  the  school  is  visited  by  the  School 
Nurse,  who  weighs  and  measures  the  children  and  tests  the  vision 
of  the  seven  to  eight  year  olds  and  upwards.  At  the  actual  inspec¬ 
tion  both  Medical  Officer  and  School  Nurse  attend  and  parents  are 
invited  to  be  present.

Cleanliness. 

During  the  year  31,797  children  were  examined  for  cleanliness 
in  schools,  and  of  these  only  9.26  per  cent,  were  found  unclean. 
This  shows  a  decrease  compared  with  the  year  1956,  when  9.89  per 
cent,  were  similarly  declared  unclean. 
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Eye  Surveys. 

Eye  surveys  were  carried  out  during  the  year  in  all  Junior 
Schools. 

2,996  chidren  had  their  eyesight  tested  and  of  these  222  were 
found  to  have  defective  vision  and  were  referred  for  further  investi¬ 
gation  and  advice. 


NURSERIES,  SPECIAL  SCHOOLS,  AND  SCHOOL 

CLINICS. 


Nursery  Schools 

George  Street  Nursery  has  continued  to  take  children  between 
the  ages  of  two  and  five  years.  During  the  year  44  children  have 
been  admitted  and  40  children  discharged. 

St.  Columba’s  C.  of  E.  Nursery  accommodates  children  be¬ 
tween  the  ages  of  three  and  five  years,  and  during  the  year  32 
children  have  been  admitted  and  31  children  discharged. 

Havelock  Nursery  has  continued  to  take  children  between  the 
ages  of  three  and  five  years,  and  during  the  year  61  children  were 
admitted  and  48  children  discharged. 


Special  Schools. 

Fordhall  Day  School. — There  are  at  present  189  educationally 
sub -normal  children  in  attendance,  with  22  children  on  the  waiting 
list. 


Milton  Hall  Residential  School. — Forty  educationally  sub¬ 
normal  boys  have  been  in  residence  at  this  school  throughout  the 
year. 


Barbara  Priestman  School. — Provision  for  the  education  of 
partially  blind,  deaf  and  dumb,  and  semi-deaf  children  is  made  at 
this  Special  Day  School.  There  are  50  children  in  attendance  at 
this  school. 

Provision  for  the  education  of  blind  children  is  made  at  Resi¬ 
dential  Schools.  There  are  eight  children  in  attendance  at  such 
schools. 

The  Oakwood  Residential  School,  Croft  Spa,  near  Darlington, 
accommodates  20  delicate  children  between  the  ages  of  two  and 
seven  years.  During  the  year  55  children  were  admitted  and  55 
children  discharged. 
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Thorrifield  Open  Air  Day  School.  Dr.  J.  Peacock  reports :  — 

“The  absence  of  a  waiting  list  is  a  reflection  of  the  improving 
health  of  the  school  child  in  Sunderland.  The  number  of  pupils  dis¬ 
charged  to  their  previous  schools  on  health  recovery  remains  con¬ 
stant  and  the  majority  of  these,  on  admission,  had  been  debilitated 
and  malnourished,  or  had  suffered  from  chest  conditions.

As  requested  by  the  Ministry,  the  following  information  gives 
the  location  of  the  School  Clinics,  and  the  sessions  held  at  each :  —

Hylton  Road  Branch  Clinic.  This  clinic  serves  the  west 
area  and  is  situated  at  No.  44  Hylton  Road.  Sessions  are  held  every 
morning  and  Tuesday  and  Friday  afternoons  for  the  treatment  of 
minor  ailments,  when  a  School  Nurse  is  in  attendance.  A  School 
Medical  Officer  is  in  attendance  on  Friday  mornings.  Dental  treat¬ 
ment  is  also  carried  out  at  this  clinic.  Sessions  are  held  every 
morning  and  aftemon. 


Villette  Road  Branch  Clinic.  This  clinic  for  the  treatment 
of  minor  ailments  serves  the  south  area.  Sessions  are  held  every 
afternoon  when  a  School  Nurse  is  in  attendance.  Dental  treatment 
is  also  carried  out  at  this  clinic,  sessions  are  held  mornings  and 
afternoons. 
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Southwick  Branch  Clinic.  This  clinic,  for  the  treatment 
of  minor  ailments,  serves  the  north  area,  and  is  situated  at  No.  9, 
The  Terrace,  Southwick.  Sessions  are  held  every  morning  and 
Monday  afternoon  when  a  School  Nurse  is  in  attendance.  A  School 
Medical  Officer  attends  on  Monday  afternoons  and  Thursday  morn¬ 
ings.  Dental  treatment  is  also  carried  out  at  this  clinic,  sessions  being 
held  mornings  and  afternoons.  Ultra-violet  Ray  treatment  is  given 
at  this  clinic  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  afternoons. 

Hendon  Clinic.  This  clinic  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ail¬ 
ments  serves  the  east  area,  and  is  situated  in  Smyrna  Place,  Hendon. 
A  School  Nurse  is  in  attendance  every  morning  and  Monday  after¬ 
noon.  A  School  Medical  Officer  is  in  attendance  on  a  Monday 
afternoon.  This  is  also  a  Cleansing  Clinic  and  two  bathing  atten¬ 
dants  are  in  attendance  every  morning  and  afternoon. 

A  School  Clinic,  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  to  serve 
the  outlying  estates  in  the  west  area,  is  held  at  the  Alderman  Jack 
Cohen  Health  Centre,  Springwell  Road.  A  School  Nurse  is  in 
attendance  every  morning,  and  a  School  Medical  Officer  in 
attendance  on  a  Thursday  morning.  Dental  treatment  is  also  carried 
out  at  this  clinic,  sessions  are  held  mornings  and  afternoons. 

Central  Clinic.  This  clinic  is  situated  at  No.  15,  John 
Street.  Special  cases  only  are  seen  at  this  clinic,  by  appointment — 
e.g.,  ophthalmic  cases,  educationally  sub-normal,  etc.  Infra-red  Ray 
treatment  is  given  on  Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoons.  Dental 
treatment  is  also  given  at  this  clinic,  sessions  being  held  morniugs 
and  afternoons. 

Child  Guidance  Clinic.  This  clinic  is  situated  at  No.  23, 
Mowbray  Road,  where  cases  are  seen  by  appointment. 


ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  TREATMENT. 

Ophthalmic  Clinic. 

Miss  Leigh,  Consulting  Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  visits  the  Central 
Clinic  six  sessions  weekly. 

1,572  children  were  refracted,  and  glasses  were  prescribed  for 
1,313  of  these.  Children  attending  the  Barbara  Priestman  School 
for  the  partially  blind  are  examined  yearly  by  Miss  Leigh. 

The  Ophthalmic  Nurse  has  carried  out  985  re-examinations,  six 
months  after  glasses  have  been  prescribed. 
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Orthopaedic  Treatment* 

Specialists  have  continued  to  see  Orthopaedic  cases  submitted 
to  them  during  the  year  at  the  Sunderland  Orthopaedic  and  Accident 
Hospital.  (Fourteen  such  children  were  referred  for  advice  and 
treatment. 

Ultra-violet  Ray  and  Infra-red  Ray  Treatment 

Two  clinics  are  held  twice  weekly  for  Ultra-violet  Ray  Therapy, 
one  at  Southwick  Clinic  and  one  at  Thomfield  Open  Air  School. 
During  the  year  172  children  (77  at  Southwick  and  95  at  Thornfield) 
have  made  2.093  attendances. 


Most  of  the  children  who  showed  considerable  improvement 
after  a  course  of  treatment  were  suffering  from  varying  degrees  of 
malnutrition,  debility,  anaemia,  etc. 


Infra-red  Ray  Therapy  is  given  at  the  Central  Clinic  twice 
weekly;  20  children  made  416  attendances  during  the  year.  Of 
the  9  children  who  received  this  form  of  treatment  for  enuresis, 
five  were  cured  and  four  improved. 


Eleven  children  were  treated  for  rheumatic  conditions;  eight 
children  were  cured  and  three  improved. 

Cleansing  Station* 

The  examination  and  cleansing  of  infested  pupils,  also  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  scabies,  is  carried  out  at  Smyrna  Place  Clinic,  and  the 
following  Table  shows  the  number  of  cases  and  attendances  paid

Forty-nine  children  of  school  age  received  complete  protective 
doses,  compared  with  84  in  the  previous  year;  14  children  attended 
for  one  dose  only  compared  with  19  in  the  previous  year;  and  106 
children  failed  to  attend. 

After  five  years  of  protection  it  is  considered  necessary  to  give 
an  additional  injection  in  order  to  prolong  the  protection.  During 
the  year  265  of  these  injections  were  administered,  compared  with 
275  in  1956. 


B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

The  scheme  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  selected  groups  of  school 
children,  initiated  in  1954,  was  continued  during  the  year. 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  B.C.G.  vaccination  during 
the  year:  — 


1,965  children  were  Mantoux  tested. 

1,483  children  were  found  to  have  a  negative  reaction  and 
were  given  B.C.G.  vaccination. 

412  children  were  found  to  be  Mantoux  positive. 

9  children  were  found  to  be  doubtful. 

207  children  attended  Mass  Radiography  Unit  for  X-ray. 
Three  children  were  found  to  have  active  pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 

220  household  contacts  attended  Mass  Radiography 
Unit  for  X-ray.  No  cases  of  active  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  discovered. 
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Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 

This  new  preventive  service  commenced  during  the  year  1956, 
when  a  limited  number  of  children  born  between  1947  and  1954, 
were  vaccinated.  During  the  year  1957,  this  service  was  extended 
to  children  bom  between  1943  and  1957,  and  the  number  of  children 
vaccinated  was  as  follows:  — 

377  children  received  completed  protective  doses. 

197  children  received  one  dose  only.

Mr.  P.  Gibson,  Principal  School  Dental  Officer,  reports  as 
follows .  — 

“The  year  has  been  marked  by  further  changes  m  staff,  the  most 
notable  being  the  retirement  of  the  Principal  School  Dental  Officer, 
Mr.  W.  J.  Proud  after  over  thirty  years  of  service.  Since  the  earliest 
day  of  the  School  Dental  Service  in  Sunderland,  Mr.  Proud  has 
patiently  and  wisely  guided  the  growth  and  development  of  the 
scheme  through  what  have  often  been  frustrating  and  unrewarding 
times.  The  good  wishes  of  the  Staff  both  past  and  present,  for  a 
long  and  happy  retirement,  are  extended  to  him. 

The  Staff  position  at  the  time  of  writing  enables  three  of  the 
Branch  Clinics  to  be  operated  on  a  full  time  basis  while  the  time 
devoted  to  the  remaining  Branch  Clinic,  at  Villette  Road,  and  the 
Central  Clinic,  is  at  present  shared.  The  appointment  of  a  full  time 
Anaesthetist  in  October  has  enabled  the  members  of  the  Dental 
Staff  to  devote  that  time  previously  spent  in  administering 
anaesthetics  to  more  constructive  types  of  treatment. 

The  overall  picture  of  treatment  in  the  Dental  Clinics  shows 
that  a  large  proportion  of  each  Officer’s  time  is  still,  as  in  previous 
years,  being  employed  in  the  treatment  of  emergency  cases,  and  it 
must  be  said  that  despite  the  inadequacy  of  the  Dental  Staff  over 
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many  years,  a  proportion  of  the  blame  for  this  state  of  affairs  must 
be  attributed  to  the  apathy  of  parents  and  children  alike  in  matters 
relating  to  dental  health.  The  all  too  frequent  disregard  of  the 
simplest  rules  of  oral  hygiene  and  the  constantly  increasing  consump¬ 
tion  of  sweets  and  soft  foods  by  the  children  to-day,  makes  the  task 
of  the  School  Dental  Officer  both  an  uphill  one  and  at  the  same  time 
a  largely  unsatisfying  one.  The  treatment  of  the  type  of  child  who 
will  attend  the  clinic  only  as  a  result  of  the  pain  he  or  she  is 
experiencing,  through  neglecting  to  obtain  attention  at  a  time  when 
more  constructive  and  conservative  treatment  could  have  been  given, 
affords  neither  the  Dental  Officer,  parent  or  patient  any  satisfaction 
at  all. 

With  the  continued  failure  to  attract  full-time  members  of  the 
profession  to  the  Staff,  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  coming  year,  efforts 
will  be  made  to  make  use  of  those  practitioners  who  are  able  to  offer 
their  services  on  a  part-time  basis  only,  and  so  by  occuping  surgery 
premises  at  present  unoccupied  or  only  partly  in  use,  they  may 
increase  the  amount  of  conservative  treatment  available  to  school 
children. 

The  commencement  during  the  year  of  the  Consultant  Service 
in  Orthodontics  at  the  General  Hospital  has  been  very  welcome  and 
has  enabled  the  scope  of  orthodontic  treatment  for  school  children 
to  be  consideraby  extended.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Roberts 
and  his  Staff  for  their  assistance  and  ready  co-operation  during,  what 
was  to  them  an  exceptionally  busy  year. 

With  regard  to  the  future  it  must  be  said  that  only  with  in¬ 
creased  staff,  even  on  a  part-time  basis,  together  with  a  greater 
sense  of  responsibiltiy  on  the  part  of  parents  and  children  alike  in 
matters  of  dental  health,  can  a  satisfactory  Dental  Service  for  school 
children  be  achieved.  With  the  present  availability  of  good  clinics 
with  modem  equipment  and  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  Consultant 
Service  in  Sunderland,  it  is  hoped  that  the  necessary  increase  in 
staff  can  be  achieved  and  the  scope  of  our  work  extended.

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PSYCHOLOGICAL  SERVICE, 

The  Psychological  Service  has  two  distinct  departments:  — 

(1)  THE  CHILD  GUIDANCE  CLINIC,  which  deals  with 
children  who  are  showing  problems  of  personality,  oe- 
haviour  or  learning. 

,2)  PSYCHOLOGICAL  WORK  IN  SCHOOLS,  which  deals 
with  testing  schemes  and  the  examination  and  treatment 
of  the  dull  and  backward  children. 


THE  CHILD  GUIDANCE  CLINIC. 

During  the  year  the  shortage  of  staff  has  been  the  greatest 
problem,  especially  acute  owing  to  absence  through  illness.  Dr. 
Robinson  was  alone  for  three  months  during  which  time  generous 
help  was  given  by  Dr.  Watson  and  Mr.  McKie  in  testing  the  really 
urgent  cases. 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  has  been  the  establishment 
of  a  Child  Guidance  Centre  in  the  Department  of  Psychological 
Medicine  in  Newcasde.  This  is  mainly  a  teaching  unit  but  it  will 
relieve  this  Clinic  of  the  area  north  of  the  Tyne.  Northumberland 
patients  will  no  longer  wonder  why  Newcastle  has  no  clinic,  necessi¬ 
tating  their  travelling  to  Sunderland  for  help.  The  Clinic  load  is 
still  heavy  with  South  Shields  and  West  Hartlepool  who  are  likely 
to  remain  as  clients,  but  it  is  hoped  that  now  that  Child  Psychiatrists 
are  being  trained  in  Newcasde,  Durham  County  may  be  able  to 
establish  their  own  clinics.  The  shortage  is  not  only  of  Psychiatrists 
but  of  all  Clinicians  and  there  is  reluctance  on  the  part  of  those 
trained,  to  work  in  the  North  East,  but  as  more  clinics  are  estab¬ 
lished  this  should  become  easier,  lessening  the  professional  isolation 
which  is  the  chief  deterrent.  It  is  hoped  that  more  staff  will  be 
forthcoming  next  year.  When  the  staff  was  complete  the  Clinic  and 
Psychological  Service  in  the  schools  'were  developing  rapidly.  With¬ 
out  a  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  the  work  has  had  to  be  curtailed 
including  the  follow-up  of  cases  and  the  work  in  the  schools. 
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The  investigation  of  the  cases  has  been  cut  to  a  minimum  as  the  three 
sessions  given  to  visiting  must  now  largely  be  devoted  to  testing.  The 
loss  of  this  intimate  contact  with  the  environment  both  home  and  school, 
is  very  great  to  the  Clinic  and  the  case.  The  schools  have  given 
excellent  co-operation  informing  the  Clinic  immediately  a  crisis 
occurs  in  cases  under  treatment.  The  team,  Psychiatrist,  Psycholo¬ 
gist  and  Psychiatric  Social  Worker,  represents  the  various  factors 
which  make  up  personality,  and  one  factor  is  missing. 

Symptons  causing  referral  to  the  Clinic  vary  from  year  to  year, 
wi  h  the  exception  of  larceny,  due  to  the  great  use  the  Courts  make 
of  the  Clinic.  This  year  sex  cases  have  been  prominent,  some  quite 
unusual  cases  not  seen  before.  Soilers  are  again  numerous.  The 
peak  age  remains  fairly  constant  at  9  though  the  Clinic  sees  cases 
from  birth  to  21. 

The  school  room  in  the  clinic  is  a  cheerful  room,  most  useful 
in  demonstrations  as  Mr.  McKie  has  collected  much  material  used 
in  coaching  the  bright  child  who  nevertheless  fails  in  school  work. 
The  bulk  of  the  treatment  is  transferred  to  the  Remedial  Coaching 
Centre  but  children  are  examined  at  the  Clinic  before  going  to  the 
Centre  and  examinations  are  also  carried  out  for  the  educational 
requirements  of  these  bright  but  unstable  children  so  difficult  to 
place  satisfactorily  in  either  State  or  Private  Schools. 

Thursday  is  Mothers’  day  at  the  Clinic  when  any  mother  may 
come  without  appointment.  This  opportunity  to  discuss  matters 
helps  a  hesitant  parent  to  follow  out  the  treatment  and  supportive 
interviews  before,  as  well  as  after  intensive  treatment,  have  been 
found  to  be  most  valuable  as  an  aid  to  dealing  with  the  long  waiting 
list.  This  is  apart  altogether  from  the  original  purpose  of  the 
Mothers  Clinic,  the  treatment  of  those  cases  in  which  the  parents 
emotional  difficulties  are  the  major  factor  in  the  case. 

This  year  the  Clinic  was  not  represented  at  (.he  annual  London 
meeting  of  Child  Guidance  Clinicians  or  the  annual  meeting  of 
Psychologists  but  was  represented  at  the  resident  Conference  in 
Leeds. 

There  were  fewer  demonstrations  owing  to  absence  but  a  most 
successful  one  was  given  by  Dr.  Watson  and  Mr.  McKie  to  the 
Home  Office  Course  and  another  by  Dr.  Watson  and  a  member  of 
staff  to  the  Health  Viistors. 

Visitors  are  welcome  at  the  Clinic  on  Tuesdays  from  nine  to 
eleven  and  many  take  advantage  of  this,  educationalists,  doctors  and 
social  workers,  besides  the  Head  Teachers,  probation  officers  and 
others  concerned  with  the  actual  cases.  They  attend  the  weekly 
staff  meeting  at  which  cases  seen  the  week  before  are  discussed 
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and  recommendations  agreed  upon.  The  reports  sent  out  of  the 
Clinic  are  a  synthesis  of  these  discussions.  For  years  now  they  have 
been  highly  valued  by  the  Courts  and  others  usmg  the  Clinic  for 
their  comprehensiveness  and  freedom  from  personal  bias

REPORT  OF  THE  PSYCHOLOGICAL  WORK  IN  SCHOOLS 

The  psychological  service  in  schools  as  distinct  from  the  clinic 
deals  with  various  types  of  children  who  do  not  easily  fall  into  the 
educational  system  and  in  devising  methods  of  treatment  to  meet 
their  needs.  The  service  is  directed  by  a  team  consisting  of  Mr. 
Bridge  (Deputy  Director  of  Education),  Mr.  McKie  /General  Assis¬ 
tant  to  the  Director  of  Education),  and  the  Educational  Psychologist. 

The  children  fall  into  three  classes:  — 

T)  The  sub-normal. 

(2)  The  dull  and  backward. 

(3)  The  bright,  retarded,  or  emotionally  disturbed  child. 

All  children  of  7+  are  given  the  Moray  House  Picture  Test, 
and  all  children  of  1 1  +  are  given  the  Allocation  Examination.  Nor¬ 
mally  the  children  who  fall  below  a  certain  standard  are  individ¬ 
ually  examined  by  the  Psychologist  and  recommended  for  transfer 
to  a  school  for  Educationally  Sub-normal  Children,  coaching  in  an 
opportunity  class  in  the  Secondary  Modem  School,  the  Remedial 
Coaching  Centre,  or  referred  to  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  for  treat¬ 
ment.  As  Miss  Stirling  has  not  yet  been  relieved  of  her  duties  as 
Psychiatric  Social,  Worker  and  has  to  carry  out  the  psychologist’s 
work  in  the  clinic,  doing  all  the  testing  and  being  responsible  for 
the  administration,  she  has  not  been  able  to  do  the  routine  testing 
in  the  schools. 

The  sub -normal  child  is  now  dealt  with  by  the  .School  Medical 
Service  and  the  children  either  (1)  deemed  ineducable  and  notified 
to  the  Local  Authority,  (2)  admitted  to  Fordhall,  or  (3)  admitted 
to  Milton  Hall  Residential  School. 
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Remedial  Coaching  of  Retarded  Pupils — I.Q.s  90  and  over. 

During  the  year  remedial  coaching  of  pupils  of  good  intelli¬ 
gence  who  fail  in  reading  has  continued  at  the  Centre  accommodated 
in  Carlton  House.  Thirty-five  children  with  ages  ranging  from  eight 
to  eleven  plus  who  were  retarded  in  reading  or  in  number  attended 
in  small  groups  of  three,  four  or  five  on  one  half  day  each  week. 
Mr.  McKie  has  continued  his  regular  visits  to  supervise  organisation 
of  the  Remedial  Centre  and  teaching  techniques  have  been  success¬ 
fully  adjusted  to  meet  the  learning  needs  of  the  individual  child. 
This  specialised  instruction,  indeed,  stems  naturally  and  directly 
from  the  psychological  treatment  of  the  under-functioning  pupil  who 
is  referred  to  the  Centre  from  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic. 

Periodically,  as  required,  Mr.  McKie  has  carried  out  prelim¬ 
inary  investigation  of  “non-learning”  factors  and  has  recommended 
suitable  teaching  methods  in  treatment.  Fourteen  pupils  overcame 
their  retardation  throughout  the  year  and  they  no  longer  attend  the 
Remedial  Centre. 

Vacancies  thus  caused  have  been  filled  throughout  the  year 
and  Head  Teachers  have  been  encouraged  to  maintain  close  liaison 
with  the  Centre  and  with  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic. 


Opportunity  Classes — I.Q.  Range  70 — 89. 

The  education  of  the  Dull  Child  of  11+  has  continued  in  the 
four  “Opportunity  Glasses”  organised  in  secondary  modern  schools. 
Fifty-six  pupils  (28  Boys  and  28  Girls)  were  re-tested  by  Mr.  McKie 
in  September,  1956,  and  were  ascertained  to  be  retarded  by  more 
than  two  years  in  reading  and  number.  They  have  attended  full¬ 
time  and  have  followed  the  secondary  modem  curriculum  normal 
for  the  age-group. 

The  lowest  Reading  Age  of  this  group  was  then  only  4  years 
2  months;  the  Mean  Reading  Age  was  7  years  3  months  and  the 
highest  recorded  was  9  years  3  months.  All  cases  were  re-tested 
in  December,  1956,  and  again  in  July,  1957.  The  increments  in 
reading  ability  over  the  ten  months  being  as  follows:  —

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Accordingly  thirty-seven  pupils  were  promoted  out  of 
“Opportunity  Classes”  to  resume  normal  instruction  in  their  approp¬ 
riate  secondary  modern  school  if  they  wished  to  transfer.  Since 
1954  only  fourteen  or  fifteen  re-habilitated  pupils  have  “opted”  for 
“out-transfer”;  all  others  have  chosen  to  remain  in  the  school  where 
self  confidence,  freedom  and  reading  skills  have  been  acquired. 

Nineteen  pupils  remained  in  “Opportunity  Classes”  to  be  joined 
in  September,  1957,  by  twenty- two  entrants  taught  in  three  remedial 
classes.
